UNIVERSALIST. 

. Mystery in Religion. 

[Text—Mat. 17:6.] 

“Behold a bright cloud overshad¬ 
owed them, and behold a voice out of 
the cloud.” 

You recognize these words as a 
part of Matthew’s account of the 
transfiguration. It may have been 
a vision. It matters nothing. But 
whatever it was, it expresses most 
beautifully, the truth I want you 
to think of with me, this morning. 
Namely: The bright overshadow¬ 
ing cloud, which conceals and re¬ 
veals the divine glory, and out of 
which the divine voice speaks. The 
mystery of darkness changed into 
the mystery of light. In other 
words, I want to speak about mys¬ 
teries. Dark clouds and bright 
ones. Clouds thej r are, and they 
come between us and so much of 
human life. It does not take long 
to find that we are in a world 
where we can never get at the root 
of things. No matter where you 
go, or what you study—whether re¬ 
ligion or science, mem or stars, or 
grains of sand, you are continually 
running against mystery, continu 
ally being overshadowed by a 
cloud. It hovers over nature and 
over men; over life and over the

Mystery in religion is not some¬ 
thing all by itself; it is a part of 
the universal cloud. There is no 
more mystery in true religion 
than in the laboratory. Prayer is 
no more mysterious than the at 
traction of gravitation. TJfe pow 
er of the Holy Spirit is not more 
unexplainable than the power of 
sunshine. 

Sometimes you hear religion 
sppken of as a realm where, from 
the nature of the case, you cannot 
expect the same clean-cut intellec¬ 
tual work, as you find in the study 
of Nature, or Science, or History; 
but stop and think how absurd 
that Is, when one mystery under 
lies all things. If you are a physi¬ 
cian, you are constantly face to 
face with the mystery of life, dis¬ 
ease, aud death. If you are a law¬ 
yer, you are fade to face with the 
mystery of justice and right—intri- 
j cate technicalities of the moral law; 

' a mystery which you can no more 
explain, than you can explain the 
human conscience. If you are a 
mariner, you are face to face with 
the mystery of the sea and stars. 
The mystery is one. Whatever the 
profession or place of occupation, 
the mystery is one. Into it all 
roads lead, from whatever realm 
they start. What is it, but the 
mystery of God that encompasses 
our lives? 

We do not believe, however, that 
there is a fact anywhere, which 
does not, finally, yield itself to a 
rational explanation; We do not 
believe that there is any essential 
mystery, anywhere, either in God 
or in nature, The mystery is due 
to our imperfect powers. The 
apostle looked at it philosophical¬ 
ly when he said: “Now we look 
through a g/a3S darkly; now we 
know in part.” It is but the effect 
of greatness Upon minds that are 
unequal to the apprehension of it, 
That greatness has a rational ex¬ 
planation, somewhere 
The cloud may be a mystery, 
bubitis not a dark cloud, The mys¬ 
tery is not in the cloud, but in our 
mind. Not as the mystery of un¬ 
reason, but of greater reason, in the 
presence of the less. I may never 
fathom those mysteries, or find 
them out unto perfection, but I 
must never let go the truth that 
these and all other mysteries have 
an essential reason in themselves; j 
and the one thing I must never do, 
is to abandon my reason, and then 
expect to find the solution in some 
other way. How great and how 
Important aro those words: “Come 
now, and let us reason together, 
saith the Lord,” Or, did you ever 
notice that other expression of 
Isaiah, when he says: “The Lord 
Is a God of Judgment.” That Is: 

A God of order, and method, and 
principle, and law, oven where wo 
cannot ponotrato. God Is not a 


God of confusion, but of reason, 
through and through. His world 
is a reasonable world at heart. The 
gift of His higher life is glso, a 
rational fact. In the meantime, 
all the clouds that overshadow us 
■sorrow, pain, defeat, sin, death— 
are luminous clouds, even though 
they blind us sometimes. 

“When over dizzy heights we go, 

One soft hand blinds our eyes. 

The other leads us safe and slow, 

Oh love of God, most wise." 

It was a happy expression made 
by one, who probably from person¬ 
al experience, could say that: 
“Every cloud has a silver lining.” 
However that may be, we know 
that some bright reason resides 
within them. We know it, be¬ 
cause we know God himself is rea¬ 
son ; that is what makes the cloud 
a bright cloud. More than this :— 
Let no man ever make you believe 
that God stands guard over certain 
realms of life, warning men not to 
approach thither, because He de¬ 
lights in mystery. That is never 
true. God does not delight in mys¬ 
tery, any more than He afflicts wil¬ 
lingly or grieves the children of 
men. “God is light, and in Him, 
is no darkness at all.” He has 
thrown open every door to our en¬ 
trance, for He wants us to know, 
while He urges us to follow Him, 
jas Iveppler says: “To think His 
' thoughts after Him.” 

Is it not true that the more you 
know of anything the more myste¬ 
rious it grows to your mind? Is 
not the plant more mysterious to 
the botanist, than it is to-you or 
me? Is not the mind of a man 
more mysterious to the studeut of 
the mind, than It is to the savage 
or the child? Yes ! Furthermore, 
is not God more mysterious 
to those who know Him best? 
Clouds ? Yes! clouds everywhere! 
but they are bright ones. So, I 
thank God for the mystery of life 
It makes the world of truth thrill 
with interest. In fact, it is this 
that makes religious faith so 
athrill with interest. It is this 
that makes the message of a living 
God, a living message, instead of a 
dead one. It is this that glyes the 
inspiratiou and glory to the faith, 
as well as power to a golden hope. 
They tell us that, 

"In Fisa's old cathedral, all nolsos harsh and 
loud— 

Grating ot ponderous doors, shrill tonos, the 
tt amplng and murmur of the crowd,— 

Aro caught up, softened, harmonized, and 
blended within the lofty dome, 

Then echoed hack, ln.one great wave of music, 
sweet as a dream of home.” 

As expressed in the words of the 
poet, still further: so I believo 
that it will be with all the harsh 
Dotes in life’s mingled music, dear 
friends. The burden and the woe; 
the stroke that almost snaps the 
heart-strings, the loss that grieves 
us so, It is indeed, a cloud at 
times o’ershadowing, but it may 
be made bright, if we but cultivate 
that faith God has already placed 
in our hearts. Therefore, dear 
friends, you who pride yourselves 
on being reasonable, I appeal to 
you by the reason of Almighty 
God, that you present yourselves a 
living sacrifice, holy and accepta¬ 
ble unto Him, as your reasonable 
service according to Romans, 

12th chapter, the first and second 
verses. You may not discover the 
reason now, but it is Something to 
know that it is there, God’s rea¬ 
son, “Behind a frowning Provi¬ 
dence, God hides a smiling face.” 
And this confident assurance, that 
my life, and your life, will yield it¬ 
self to a rational explanation at 
last, should be the calm and kind¬ 
ly light to load us on through what¬ 
ever encircling gloom, may seem 
to be our portion.

A cook* should always have two fry¬ 
ing pans aud a third, not much bigger 
than a large plate, for. omelets, fritters 
and the like. The pans should be kept, 
very clean, and the butter, dripping, 
lard or oil must be boiling Hot before 
the meat or fish or vegetable is put in 
the pan. Mutton chops, plain, do not 
require any fat in the pan with them— 
they have enough in themselves—but 
they must be turned and moved about 
to prevent, them from burning. Always 
season the chop with a little pepper be¬ 
fore putting it in the pan. 

Lamb cutlets and clam^ chops must 
be egged and bread 'crumbed twice to 
look well. Steak should be cut three- 
quarters of an inch thick and should 
be peppered, but not salted, as that, 
makes it hard. Salt is reserved until 
after tfie cooking. 

Fish must be well dried before, fry¬ 
ing in a cloth well sprinkled with flour. 
Then an egg should be well brushed 
over it, witjr a sprinkling -of finely 
grated bread or cracker crumbs. The 
fat should be boiling when the fish is 
put in, and there should be enough of 
it to cover. 

In kitchens where strict economy is 
demanded it is usual when liver and 
bacon are to be served to fry the bacon 
first, which will leave enough fat in 
the pan for the liver to be put in with¬ 
out other fat.

A Legend of Katama Bay. 

In the hidden records of the 
misty past are many stirring tales 
of romance that have never yet 
been told. The shores of New 
England, although they may seem

The crew were fierce and 
bloody men, and held wild carous¬ 
als; they had mysterious stores 
hidden in some secret den, and if 
any one even dared to look at them 
he was instantly drawn and quar¬ 
tered. 

The whole world was ringing 
with the fame of Captain Kidd 
and everywhere the papers were 
telling of his wonderful exploits; 
daring this time, every now 
and then, this rakish shiperept in¬ 
to Katama Bay and, amid the rev¬ 
els of the crew, concealed some¬ 
where countless stores. ^ 

The captain of this vessel is de¬ 
scribed, in the old worn-out rec¬ 
ords, as having a most frightful 
face.

They strode on in grim 
silence, the only sound being the 
clanking of their swords, On they 
went, through the lower end of the 
town, across the Newtown road and 
through field and forest until they 
came to a deep morass which, for 
many years, has been known as 
Ben Tom’s swamp. All through 
the journey the hound lurked near 
them, keepjng up the same mourn¬ 
ful howl, as if in protest at the 
foul murder he knew they were 
going to do. They forced their 
way deep into the swamp and 
When they came out, they were 
alone,forjthe prisoner and the faith¬ 
ful dog were seen no more. It is 
Said that the man was securely 
bound and left to die, and that the 
dog stayed With him still Uttering 
the same mournful howl, 

All this Was many years ago, but 
people, passing near this plate on 
lonely nights, say that they can 
still hear the baying of the hound 
and sometimes even see its phan¬ 
tom shape. 

Long afterwards the story came 
that one day Capt, Kidd had at¬ 
tacked and robbed a palace home 
on Narragansetfc Bay and ruthless¬ 
ly bore away the lovely bride. 
Crazed with his loss the noble hus¬ 
band pursued the robber band but 
from that moment was never seen 
again, 

Once a trapper was hunting 
gam© along Katama Bay, and 
f stumbled on the entrance to a won¬ 
derful cave. Within, he found 
[large stores of gold and a woman’s 
form arrayed in a costly robe, and 
gems that would have fitted a 
queen, He carefully kept his se¬ 
cret, and, marking well the place, 
hastened home for means (0 bring 
forth his treasure. He sought 


again the cave, hut from that dire¬ 
ful moment, he was never heard of 
more, though all the people of the 
town turned out to find him and 
perhaps, incidentally, to find the 
treasures of the cave. 

Somewhere rest the victims of 
the tragedy and somewhere is that 
treasure cave, but it is said they 
can never be traced but by the 
guidance of the phantom hound., 
Yet, it is whispered that if one can 
be bold enough to go to Chappa¬ 
quiddick at miduight, alone, the 
stroke of twelve opens the cave of 
gold.

FOR THE CORPULENT. 

How to Ent That They May Get Rid 
of Superabundant Tissue, 

Lean meat, whether mutton, lamb, 
venison or beef, may be eaten, as It 
contains fibrin—the flesh maker, not the 
fat maker, as the gas nitrogen, is the 
active principle here. Any game or 
fowl also may he eaten, and so firm, 
muscular tissue, able to resist the en¬ 
croaching fats, will be manufactured 
by the busily working body. 

All white fleshed fish, such as the cod 
or whiting, may he eaten, hut on no ac¬ 
count may oily fish, as salmon, her¬ 
rings, mackerels, he used as diet aid¬ 
ers because these contain all the 
abundant fishy oil of their constitu¬ 
tions scattered in globules about their 
flesh, whereas the white fleshed and 
drier sort store up their oil in their 
livers mainly, as, for well recognized 
instance, does the cod. 

Green vegetables, such as the cab¬ 
bage, brussels sprout, vegetable mar¬ 
row, cauliflower, etc., may be eaten 
largely, and the body will benefit by 
their 'many healthful salts, but those 
which contain sugar, such as beet root, 
parsnip, turnip, carrot and their kin, 
may not he taken for reasons rendered. 

Neither may potatoes be taken by 
the fat folk at all. The reason is that 
they are full of starch, and starch Is 
only sugar In disguise. 

Likewise must be avoided the juicy 
and most healthful onion by all the fat, 
because of the oily principle contained 
In it, 

Because of the starch present in 
bread, no crumb, even of a dry loaf, 
ought to be eaten, but only the crust. 

Fruits may he eaten freely, hut acids 
taken wholesale, as vinegar in copious 
drafts, which sacrifices -the stomach 
lining With the burning of acetic acid, 
or lemons, eaten recklessly for the sake 
of the sour juice brimful of citric acid 
and potash, will only result in harm.. 
For by this means—so often resorted 
to by stout ladies—the inner coat of the 
stomach is ruined; the digestive juices 
cannot flow, but are penned up In their 
glands to the further derangement of 
the tortured intestine; the food can 
neither be digested nor assimilated; the 
body weakens and wastes away in a 
totally wrong manner; the flesh becomes 
flabby, the nose red, the eyes blood¬ 
shot; in short, a host of evils scourges 
the system in the course of nature’s 
just revenge.
